The Burgeon of EL M. >S. Ampliion 
was lmrieuin the cemetery of the naval 
hospital at Esquimalt yesterday after- 
noon, the ceremony being a most im- 
pressive sight. 

Dr. .lames Adams Vasey had been in 
the service of IT. M. Navy for several 
years. He was appointed to the Am- 
pliion when she was commissioned for 
Victoria in December Inst, ami since 
that time had made himself a 
general favorite not only with his 
brother officers but with the men. It 
hail been his habit, in the hot and hu- 
mid atmosphere about Callao and the 
other South American ports at which 
the Ampliion put In, to sleep in the 
poop deck ut night with very little cov- 
ering over him, and this exposure in the 
treacherous air of the tropics was un- 
doubtedly the cause of his regrettable 
death. On Thursday, the 2nd in -March, 
he Succumbed, having beun taken ill on 
the preceding Tuesday, The end was 
rapid, and the news that the doctor was 
dead astounded everybody on board. 
The remains were left in his stite cabin 
until the Ampliion arrived ut Sun Ftun ; 
cisco, when they were carefully em- 
balmed and placed in a magnificent 
polished cedar coffin. 

Till? FUNERAL. 
All day yesterday the ensigns of the 
Swiftsure; Icarus and Ampliion were 
flying at half mast, and the Hags on 
shore were also lowered in memory 
of the deceased officer, Punctually at 2 
p. in. tin; general order was signalled 
from the flagship, and eight boats and 
two pinnaces were lowered from the 
three cruisers. The coffin, covered with 
a Union Jack and surmounted by the 
doctor's sword and uniform hat, was 
low ered from the Ampliion by blue- 
jackets into the steam pinnace of the 
Swiftsure, which led the way to the 
landing, followed by the other bouts in 
procession. On landing at the stage the 
funeral procession was formed in the 
following order: First came the marines 
of the Ampliion, four deep, with arms 
reversed, followed by a squad of the 
Aniphion's bluejackets wheeling the gun 
carnage, on which lay the coffin. lin- 
mediatoly following the remains walked 
the whole of the officers of tho Am- 
pliion, among these being ('apt. 
<!. Bolton, and Lieutenants (loo. War- 
render,' Chadz and Storey. Then came 
fifty more of the Ampliion 's bluejackets 
followed by bodies of bluejackets from 
the Swiftsure and the Icarus. The 
officers representing the last named 
ships walked at the rear of the proces- 
sion in full uniform. Half-way up the 
slope, the full band of the flagship filed 
into the procession and took up its place 
in front of the marines. Then at a very 
slow march the cortege tiled up the 
wooded lanes to the little cemetery, the 
band meanwhile playing the "Dead 
March in Saul." At the entrance to 
the chapel Father Lutorne, arrayed in 
full canonicals, saluted the collin and 
beaded it up the path to tho grave 
through the saluting of marines 
and bluejackets. The coffin , which 
was of great weight, was carried 
up to t he grave side by fourteen blue- 
jackets. Father La tome then spoke the 
impressive Latin prayer over the body, 
which was lowered slowly into its hist 
resting place. Then when the priest 
had retired three volleys were fired over 
the grave. Nearly every man from the 
Anipllion threw his handful of earth 
over the coffin before the procession re- 
formed at the gates. ii"adeii by the 
band, playing lively airs the whole body 
then returned to the landing stage and 
embarked for the ships, 

On the silver plate at the bead of the 
collin was the inscription: 

Died 2nd March, 
James Adam Vasey, 
Surgeon R. N„ H. M. S. "Amphion," 
It is the intention of the brother 
officers of the departed gentleman fo 
erect a suitable tombstone over his grav

Providence, R.L, .May 7.— At 2:15 
p.m. to-day, three men were badly hurt 
in testing a passenger elevator built by 
L. S. Craves & Sons, of Rochester, in 
the new Swartz building here. The 
elevator was cut loose and allowed to 
fall five stories, 65 feet, to an air-tight 
vault, which it was supposed would 
break the fall so gradually as to ensure 
tho safety of the passengers. Sllpt. of 
Construction A. ('. Council, Mr. Jones, 
managerund Jacob Rosenfeld, a reporter, 
were in the elevator, which, when re- 
leased, fell with a fearful velocity. 
When it reached the bottom the three 
men were lying on the floor of the car 
insensible, with their heads cut open. 
Their injuries may prove fatal as all 
Suffered severe spinal shocks. Jones is 
the most severely hurt and will most 
probably die. Reporter Rosenfeld, who 
is a liglit weight, seemed to have suffer- 
ed the least.

wounded. 

Fatal Runaway Accident. 

Jacksonville, May 7.— At Lawley, 
Fla., to-day, Mr. and Mrs. James M. 
Churchill, of Iowa, and Mr. and Mrs. J. 
D. Burdette were out driving, when their 
horses became frightened and backed 
suddenly, throwing Mr. Churchill .out 
and ran over him. The horses then 
dusked around a corner, overturned the 
wagon, and threw the three others out 
against a barbed wire fence. Ono side 
of Mr. Burdette's head was crushed, and 
he was killed instantly. Mrs. Churchill 
was badly mangled, and her left side 
and both legs are paralysed. The left 
shoulder of Mrs. Burdette was wrenched 
out of place, and one eye almost torn 
out. Mr. Churchill's injuries are not 
serious. 

Fleree Wind Storm. 

Minneapolis, May 7. --Tho Journal's 
St. Cloud, Minn., special says: "A ter- 
rible wind storm has been raging here 
since last evening. No great damage 
has been done in town, but reports from 
surrounding towns in this country state 
that a number of houses and barns were 
unroofed or moved from their founda- 
tions. Blinding clouds of dust fill the 
air. Forest fires are raging in the vicin- 
ity of Kimball Prairie. The loss will 
be very heavy. Unless ruin falls very 
soon the crops will bj damaged.

I'aruell Makes n Correction. 

LONDON, May 7. — When Mr. Parnell 
appeared to-day before the Parnell com- 
mission, he surprised the court bystating 
that he wished to make a correction in 
the testimony ho had given last Friday, 
where he stated lie had intentionally 
misled the House of Commons with re- 
gard to secret societies in Ireland. He 
said that on referring to the Honsand re- 
port of the House of Commons speech in 
question, ho found that the remarks 
which Sir Richard Webster quoted on 
Friday referred particularly to Ribbon- 
men and Ribbon societies, and not to so- 
erot conspiracies generally. "There- 
fore," said Mr. Parnell, "the statement 
f made in the House of Commons wus 
fairly accurate. The facts are that Rib- 
bonism practically did not exist at the 
time." This statement caused quite a 
sensation in court. Sir Richard Web- 
ster then proceeded with the cross- 
examination of the witness. Mr. Par- 
nell said that he had never heard that 
one hundred guineas bad been paid for 
the defence of a Moonlighter at the 
Cork assizes in I8S2. If he hud been 
asked to make such payments, the wit- 
ness said that in those days lie should. 
Parnell said he had sometimes paid oat 
money from his own private account in 
behalf of the league. He hud no objec- 
tion whatsoever to an inspection of Ids 
private accounts. In answer to a ques- 
tion regarding the physical force advo- 
cates, Parnell said the majority of the 
physical force party were utter strangers 
to him. He had never heard that Mr. 
Kgan had joined the Clan-na-Gael, and 
would regret exceedingly to find that 
gentleman rejoining the ranks of tho 
physical forces. Parnell said he could 
not accept the reports of his American 
speeches published in the "Irish World" 
us in any degree accurate. Mr. Ford, 
editor of that paper, garbled speeches to 
suit tho taste of the readurs of the 
"World." He declared that any mem- 
ber of the league who should advocate 
the use of dynamite would be a traitor. 

Colonizing Scheme. 

LoBDON, May 7. — The government is 
strong and earnest in deprecation of 
Commoner Thos. W. Russell's coloniz- 
ing scheme, chiefly, it is inferred, in 
view of the enormous expense involved 
in its operations. The opponents of the 
scheme assert that each colonist would 
require a constable at a cost of £100 a 
year to protect him, and declare that 
the increased expenses of the govern- 
ment, arising from the necessity of 
augmented defence, etc., requiring ad- 
ditional taxation to meet them, have al- 
ready imposed upon the taxpayers as 
much of a burden as they are disposed 
to carry without open revolt. Russell's 
scheme for settling the Olphert disputes 
is also offensive to landlords and tenants 
alike, and is regarded as impolitic by 
the bulk of the supporters of the min- 
istry. Both schemes embody a well de- 
veloped germ of a parliamentary row, 
and if pressed will result in placing the 
Irish question in the house in u worse 
position than it has occupied in several 
years. 



Oil .lieu In Scuiuii. 

PlTTSBURG, May 7. — The conference 
committees of the various oil exchanges 
of New York, Bradford, Oil City and 
Pittsburg met to-day, and after an all- 
day's consideration of the question, de- 
cided to recommend dealing in futures, 
and proposed rules to govern such trans- 
actions based on the rules of the Chi- 
cago grain exchange.

The result of this deal will be to inten- 
sify the aggressiveness of the Southern 
Pacific, which is supposed to be heading 
for the Sound.

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TUB FRENOR EXPOSITION. 

The opening of the Paris Exposition 
commemorated one of the mosi memor 
able events in the history of the world; 
The people of France, after centuries o: 
oppression, rose against absolute powei 
and asserted their rights as freemen. Tin 
States General met in 17S9 for the first 
time after a suppression of one Itlltldl 
and seventy-live years. During all thai 
lime the people were not represented in 
the Councils of the State. Their Condi 
tion had become miserable in the ex 
Lome. They were ground under tin 
feet of a profligate aristocracy; and ai 
oppressive and unjust system of laxa 
ation had reduced the great mass o 
them to abject poverty. After describ 
ing the Nobles, Carlyle in his "French 
Revolution," goes on to say: 

"Such are the shepherds of the people, 
and now how fares it with the Hock: 
With the Sock, as is inevitable, it fare: 
ill, and ever worse. They are not tend 
ed. They are only regularly shorn 
They are sent for, to do statute labor 
to pay statute taxes; to fatten battle 
fields, named 'bed of honor,' with theil 
bodies in quarrels which are not theirs 
their hand and toil is in every possession 
of man; but for themselves tiiey hav 

little or no possession. Untaught, ui 
comforted, unfed; to pine stagnantly in 
thick obscuration; in squalid destitution 
and obstruction; this is the lot of tin 
millions.'' 

After describing the cruelty witl 
which the people (if Paris were periodi 
pally treated, being cleared out at statei 
times by the police, "a horde of hunger 
stricken vagabonds to be sent wander 
ing over space for a time," he goes oi 
to exclaim : 

"0, ye poor naked wretches ! and this, 
then, is your inarticulate cry to Heaven, 
as of a dumb tortured animal, crying 
from uttermost depths of pain and de- 
basement I Do these azure skies, like a 
dead crystalline vault, only reverberate 
the echo of it on you '.' Respond to 
only by hanging on the following day 
Not so ; not forever ! Ye lire beard in 
Heaven. And the answer, too, will 
come — in a horror of great darkness, 
and shakings of the World, Mid .l ,.;;p 
trembling (vhich all the nations shall 
drink." 

The condition of the people of Franc 
in the years immediately before th 
Revolution must have been miserabl 
indeed, when Thomas Carlyle could 
write of them in this way, for he w.i.- 
not a demagogue, but very much the re- 
verse. These people, who had been 
treated like brutes, were not likely tr, 
make a moderate use of theil 
strength when they once got the 
upper baud of their oppressers, 
They did not. The first taste of free- 
dom ami power made them drunk ami 
they acted more like madmen or demons 
than like sane human beings, They wen 
bent on revenge anil they took it. Thej 

spared neither age norsex nor condition. 
Those whom they regarded aa theil 
enemies they killed ruthlessly. It is nol 
like. that men who hod never exercised 
the powers and privileges of citizonshi] 
would learn in a day the difficult les- 
sons of sclf-restraihl and self-govern- 
ment. Their firsl attempts therefore to 
exercise the powers I hey had gained 
were grotesque in tin: extreme. Theil 
schemes of government were fantastic. 
Their rule has ever since been caller 
"The Reign of Terror," and men slil 
shudder when they think of its horrors. 
But though a military dictator seizor 
the power which they did not know how 
to exercise for the genii of the nation 
they killed absolutism in Franco. Tin 
"old regime" was never revived: French 
men never again became the slaves of li 

profligate aristocracy. A social am! 

political cyclone devastated France and 
covered the country with wrecks, hut 
when the atmosphere cleared a new ami 
a butter era dawned for that great nation. 
When "the horror of great darkness' 
passed away, the dawn of a better 
day was seen breaking. But the world 
has not yet recovered from the shock ol 
the French Revolution, It is not gene- 
rally recognized thai the horrible con 
vulsion was only the natural mil Inevit- 
able outcome of centuries of wrong 
and wickedness. This is why m.inv 
good men cannot assist at the cere- 
monies that celebrate the commence 
incut of the French Revolution. Thoj 
believe that to do so would bp to give 
their countenance not only to rebellion, 
but to regicide, to murder, to anarchy, 
and to cruelty in a thousand forms. In- 
telligent men and good Conservative:! 
have come to look upon the great English 
Rebellion with philosophical calmness. 
They lia.Y.P ww brought themselves to 
admire the stern I'tiritans who sacrificed 
much ami risked everything in asserting 
What they believed t J be their rights us 
freemen. They now houor Hampden us 



a patriot, and arc rendy to admit that 
Oliver Cromwell was certainly a great 
man, and that he may, according to his 
lights, have been a good one, There dfO 
very few Englishmen in these days wdio 
look upon the Second James as an ill- 
used saint, or who execrate William of 
Orange as an unnatural usurper. All in- 
telligent Englishmen, except a few cranks 
who have been born nut of their time, ac- 
cept the facts of history and admit cheer- 
fully that the people of Great Britain 
owe their liberties to the great changes 
that took place in the reign of the 
Stuarts mid w hich were so greatly de- 
plored at the time by good and wise 
mon. Almost everything that then 
happened Englishmen now generally al- 
low was for the best. A divinity was 
then shaping the ends of the British na- 
tion for its good in ways that few even 
of those who took a prominent part in ef- 
fecting the changes could not compre- 
hend. The foundations of British lib- 
erty as it exists to-day wore then being 
laid. 

In the same way there are very 
few indeed of any party or any nation 
Who do not admit that the American 
Revolution was a good thing not only 
for the people of the United States, but 
lor freedom and progress in all parts ol 
the world. The most ardent British 
Tory is not prevented from speaking ad- 
miringly of George Washington by the 
consideration that in doing 'so he may 
bo favoring rebellion. He knows that 
the Prince of Wales made a pilgrimage 
to the tomb of that American patriot 
ind hero, and he cannot presume to be 
mure loyal than royalty. Bui whill 
loyal men have come to look with ad- 
miration and even gratitude on the 
English and American rebels of 
a past age, and to honor them 
as patriots, there arc very fi 
indeed who express or who f 
admiration for the men who took an 
active part in the French revoluti 
Many of them are execrated as Mends in 
human shape, and if the world i-, com- 
ing to regard others of them with 
greater toleration its approval is ex- 
pressed with many and great reser- 
vations. The best that men can say of 
it is that perhaps it was n necessary evil. 
The absence at the opening of the 
Paris exposition of all the representa- 
tives of European sovereigns, constitu-

CO RPO It A L PUNISH ME NT. 

The question of corporal punishment 
in schools is being discussed in Boston 
and elsewhere with some warmth. 
School Superintendent Weaver has in 
his report given the statistics of corpor- 
al punishment in that city. The aver- 
igo attendance. of boys in the common 
johools of Boston is 2!),S,"il, and the 
cases of corporal punishment during the 
year were 18,<i(i4. The primary schools 
are not included in these. There are 
13,382 small boys in the primary schools, 
ind in them corporal punishment was in- 
dicted t!,. silt; times. There are some who 
look upon these figures as conveying a 
reproach to the Boston teachers. We 
hardly think so. The figures show that 
each Boston school boy, taken one with 
mother, did not get one whipping in the 
year. It strikes us that in the old times 
if a boy did not get punished corporally 
once in" twelve months he would con- 
■iider himself remarkably lucky. And 
we have a notion that boys are no better 
now then they were say, forty years 
ago. Some old gentlemen and ladies 
declare that they are very much worse, 
ft seems to us that there is a great 
deal of nonsense, talked about corporal 
punishment in these days and we bad a 
notion that much of that nonsense ori- 
ginated in Boston \Ve confess thai 
the Boston figures were rather a surprise 
to us. We believed that the person of ;l 
Boston boy is to be held sacred by every 
one but his mother ami father. When 
the young scamp provokes them beyond 
endurance it is considered allowable to 
skelp him with a hair brush, or slipper, 
or shingle or whatever conies handy, but 
for the teacher to administer similar 
chastisement is unpardonable. 

It is seldom that a child resents cor- 
poral punishment; if he deserves it. It 
is when it is administered capriciously 
mil unjustly that it leaves a sense of 
injury. Il is undeniable thai corpora! 
punishment is more efl'oetive with some 
children than any other, and less cruel 
than many of the modes of punishment 
resorted to by those who disapprove of 
corporal punishment or are forbidden to 
.•esort to it. Of course,* much can be 
done with kindness, tact, and firmness 
in the management of children, but 
there are times when all devices 
and remedies fail, and the par- 
cut or teacher feels compelled 
lo have recourse to Solomon's 
prescription or he defeated in the strug- 
gle for mastery. What is to be done ii: 
inch cases? Is the child to be allowed 
to come off victor, or are the means 
known to be effective to he used ! It b. 
astonishing how ellicaeious this kind of 
appeal to the feelings sometimes is, but il 
should be made temperately and witll 
judgment, The man or woman win. 

thinks that the teacher who uses the 
rod or the strap must be necessarily in 
ellicient knows very little about both 
teaching and children. 

There must be something wrong in 
the gush we hear about the brutalizing 
influence of corpora] punishment, f«r if 
that kind of punishment is us demoral- 
izing as some sentimentalists would have 
us believe, our fathers and grandfathers 
must have been very low indeed in the 
moral scale, for they wore caned,- and 

caned severely, both at home and at 
school for disobedience and the other of- 
fences which boys are prone to commit. 
But, unless we are very greatly mistaken, 
they were as good men as are to bo found 
in the world to-day, The statistics of 

the Boston schools' show that there is a 
little common senso left in the Hub, and 
that there is some hope still for the 
American child. Something was re- 
quired to prevent its being tile un- 
mitigated nuisance that it Was fdit be- 
coming,

BIS APPOINTED. 

Oklahoma has not turned out to he 
tlie paradise which the eager land hun- 
ters imagined. Many of those who were 
so wild to enter that land of promise are 
now almost as wild to leave it. There 
was not land enough for all the grabbers, 
and many who thought themselves 
lucky in securing a quarter section were 
so disgusted with the country that they 
would not now settle in it on any con- 
sideration. They are willing to sell to 
the later coiners, but these too are be- 
ginning to have their eyes opened, and 
those of them who have money aro not 
disposed to buy at present prices. From 
appearances just now the oxodus from 
Oklahoma is likely to bo almost us gen- 
eral as was the invasion of the territory. 
The Indians who inhabit the neighbor- 
ing territory have taken the alarm and 
are on the watch. The rover who squats 
on the Indian lands, if he is not pounced 
upon by the soldiers who are patrolling 
the country, stands a good chance of 
being shot and scalped by the Indian 
owners, The advice of the ox-member 
of congress who told the disappointed 
grabbers lo settle on the Cherokee 
lands does not appear to have been fol- 
lowed to any great extent. They may 
have found it dangerous advice, 
or they may. after having taken 
a look at the hind, have 
come to the conclusion that it was a 
very good country to leave. If what the 
Now York Times says of it is true, it is 
surprising how a good report of such a 
land over got abroad. That paper de- 
clares — 

"That neither the Iandnor the climate 
i3 good; that there is not enough land to 
supply one-fourth of tlie newcomers 
with quarter sections, and that the 
choice tracts and town sites were 
grabbed by certain Federal officers be- 
fore those who desired to become settlers 
could reach them. This job was ac- 
complished by giving speculators ap- 
pointments as Deputy Marshals, and 
thus enabling them to pass the guards 
and select lots at leisure before the rush. 
There Was not as much bloodshed as was 
expected, ami the chief troubles of the 
boomers were hunger, thirst and dis- 
comfort. Persons who have lodging, 
meat and drink to sell are coining 
money. Dirty water is live cents a 
drink; a cup of mysterious decoction, 
colored to resemble coffee, costs twenty- 
live cents; ami a plate of pork and 
beans is sold for seventy-five cents. 
Everybody is dirty, it being regarded 
as a sinful waste of water to use it for 
washing purpi >ses. "

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RED BUFFALOES. 



Six Hundred of the Animals Gath- 
ered On One Plateau. 



Daiilto WycklliTe'a Awful Fate -The 
Romantic Death of an Indian Brave 
and His Brltlu. 



Indian tradition ns well as white lore 
tolls that seventy-live miles north-west 
of Meeker, Colorado, is the must, won- 
derful euttle ranch in the world. With- 
in a space five miles in length and a half 
mile in width roam a herd upon whose 
sides tin' branding-iron has never heen 
JllUcjd, ami around whose horns the 
lariat Was hover been tightened. Hut a 
score or even fewer of them have ever 
seen a man or horse or other animal of 
their kind, and in truth their kin, ex- 
cept at a distance of nearly siN hundred 
feet above them. The Ute' Indians' ball 
them ,'' p'ohok-up," or red-buffalo^ And 
yet, if an Indian who lias seen tluMh 
should be asked about it, he would 
laugh anil shake his head, and all tile 
information obtainable would be : 
"P'dhok-up; 'em red; no ketch em." 
There are more than six hundred of this 
herd, and yet no man owns them; nor is 
there a man, while or black or copper 
colored, who has ever been able to pos- 
sess a single hoof of these fat and temp- 
ting beeves. 

The cattle are in a prison, Out of it 
there is one method of escape, but to 
travel that road means death to the ad- 
venturous one. There is no way to get 
in except it be by use; of a rope a 
thousand feet in length. As the Indi- 
ans say, "Heap see 'cm; no ketchum; 
no come away." On the two long sides 
of the dblong space in which these cattle 
roam rise precipitous and even concave 
rocks for 5(H) and 000 feet — yawning 
black and insurmountable. At either 
end seethes and rushes the Vampa or 
Bear River. For miles above and for 
miles below it plunges on in its head- 
long haste to reach the arms of its par- 
ent, the scarcely less tumultuous but 
deeper Green Biver. Like the wonder- 
ful Hat-top mountains of Colorado, this 
home of the imprisoned herd has no like- 
ness in the world. It recalls in its in- 
accessibility the marvelous stories of the 
valley of verdure into which Mayne 
Keid's adventurers only found their way 
by the assistance of the balloon. 

HISTORY OK THE HERD. 

The story of the way in which these 
cattle came there is as strange as their 
existence is curious. Fifteen years ago, 
when the government troops were pur- 
suing the Slormon murderers of the in- 
nocent victims of t'.ie Mountain Meadow 
massacre, the Danites, or Avenging An- 
gels of the Mormons, lied for their lives 
into what was then literally the wilder- 
ness. A few of those who had been the 
blindest followers of Lee, the Mormon 
fiend incarnate, whose hands were red 
with the blood of women and children, 
found in the wanderings a pretty valley 
on a stream which Hows from the Wa- 
satch range into the ( i re. •• river. They 
stuck their stakes, buil. ' iamp.fires 
and during the nigh •.■ sagacious 
leader had a vision wluuti mid him there 
to stay. They could hardly have chosen 
in all Utah a more fertile or more 
isolated spot. They called it Ashley, 
and about, them have since gathered 
more of their sect, until where the re- 
fugees posted their picket of guards on 
the lonely nights of the first summer lias 
grown a thriving village. It is one 
hundred and forty miles from the Un- 
ion Pacific railroad south and one hun- 
dred and forty-five miles north of the 
Rio Grande Western. Until within live 
years it .has been isolated entirely, but 
now it is but thirty miles from the Utah 
reservation, and furnishing supplies for 
the agency forms quite a business for the 
. community. 

Itis the tenet of the Donite that rob- 
bing or theft from a Gentile is no crime. 
So it was thought to be only a cunning 
trick when John Wyofcliffe, one of the 
Mormon settlers of tile new town, and 
his three sons made a night sortie on 
Henry's ford, in Wyoming, and carried 
away 800 bead of cattle ranging there. 
This was in 1S70. The owners of the 
cattle discovered the loss of the stock 
a few days after they were gone and 
started in pursuit. The Wyckliffes had 
their friends along the trail and were 
warned by signals of the coming of the 
pursuing party. Accordingly they drove 
the cattle as fast as they could travel 
along l lie Bear, with the intention of 
reaching the Elk .Mountain country in 
Northwestern Colorado, where they 
would bo practically safe from detection 
and their stock also could secure the 
most succulent of feed. 

A STAMI'KIU'. IN A STORM. 

The thieves and the stolen herd had 
reached a mesa of inviting grass at sun- 
down one day and halted to camp for 
the night. A terrific storm arose. The 
lightning Hashed incessantly and the 
thunder pealed and cracked with untll- 
tennjttuig fury. The four men desper- 
ately held the terror-stricken cattle by 
riding about them constantly. But the 
wild tearfulness of the furious storm 
excited the brutes beyond measure. 
They surged and ginned, every moment 
growing less subject to control. All at 
once, as if by one mad impulse, they 
stampeded. 

A stampede of cattle by day is cal- 
culated to strike terror to any heartiest 
there should be some human being in 
the pathway. A stampede by night 
and during a furious thunder storm, 
with the lightning revealing the huge 
mass of frenzied brutes burling itsel on 
like a living catapult, frantic with fear 
and us restless as the storm itself, is one 
of the grandest and most appalling spec- 
tacles. All the mad might of frenzied 
animate force is aroused; anil self-de- 
stroying as well as destroying all in their 
way, they rush on until they fall dead- 
like ur plunge into some abyss. 

John Wycklitl'e and his sons met their 
fate amid the lightning's glare and the 
thunder's roar. They endeavored to 

head off the; stampeding herd. Instead 
they and their horses were swept on and 
driven, in the terror lo escape the charge 
of maddened animals, over the brink of 
the awful precipice which frowns up 
from the waters of the Hear. After 
them plunged the whole fright-crazed 
herd, and down to the bottom of the 
fearful fall went horses and riders and 
horned creatures. 

B0RVIVOKS Oy THE STAMl'EDB. 
Out of this plunge of life lo what was 
seemingly certain death for all, a few of 
the herd were not killed. Those which 
hud gone ahead formed a cushion of 
death. .Maimed, stunned, but still in- 
vested with a spark of life, when the 
dread storm was over the living cattle 
crawled on I from the mass beneath 
them and formed a nucleus for the herd 
which now roams at will ' . i i n their 
rocky confines. On iv'hfc of the 

river, stretching back u few hundred 
yards, grow succulent grasses, and upon 
this the cattle have propagated and 
thrived. In looking over the edge of 
the precipice one can see that they arc 
small and as wild and agile as deer. 
They have been shot at to see the effect, 
and have learned to regard the appear- 
ance of a man, whether Indian or white, 
as a menaOO, from which they lice, 

clambering over rocks and through un- 
derbrush in the chase to a point of con- 
cealment. 

The place where the thieves and their 
horses and the herd fell is plainly 

marked by a pyramid of bones which 

rises to the height of twenty feet. The 
ghastly reminders and relics of the hu- 
man and animal victims of the terrible 
leap shine forth white and glistening 
when the sun is high and reaches that 
spot, with its full glare. The progeny 
of the surviving animals from the fall 
are fat and sleek, though, and have 
their sunny beds, deer like, where they 
lie for warmth in the winter, and to 
them the monument of skeletons is li" 
BOUrCO of disquietude. There is no 
fierce mountain lion or inure dangerous 
bear; nor, in fact, any other animate 
thing within this cow garden of Eden, 



As yet, too, no man has been able to 
reach or disturb them. 

The Utes havo a irndition "that savors 
of a, romance connected with this won 
derful spot. It is that a young buck 
who was of Piah's renegade hand be 
came enamored of a young quarter 
blood Sioux squaw and sought to take 
her to his tribe. The Utes have a vir- 
tue, if such it may be called, of total 
prohibition from mingling with the 
whites in marriage relation. Even where 
there havo heen instances of women of 
their tribe becoming too familiar witli 
white men they havo invariably been 
visited by the severest punishment, the 
progeny destroyed, with the almost 
equal certainty of killing the indiscreet 
squaw. So, for "Se-no-jaho" and his 
wife they bad no welcome. Added to 
her three-fourths white blond was the 
still worse odium that the only Indian 
blood in her veins was Sioux, a tribe 
which the Utes hate as they hate no 
wdiite or other living being. 

The bucks drove "So-nc-juho" and 
the woman away, After weeks of out- 
lawry, often pursued and clinging to an 
existence of terror, the young hnek and 
his squaw determined that they would 
seek the Cattle valley, which the Indi- 
ans call the "Lower Earth," and try tn 
lind access. Once there they could 
dwell in peace, and would be rich in' 
possession of hundreds of animals, the 
llesh of which they coidd eat, while 
from the skins they could make their 
clothes and a teepee. They tried a 
score of ways in which to gain access. 
Descent was death. The rapids of the 
river was the only course. The buck 
patiently made a dugout from a log and 
a paddle from a liinl). Twelve miles 
above they launched the rude craft, 
themselves lashed in it, and went 
whirling and shooting on downward. 
When they emerged from the dark walls 
into the opening which they had hoped 
would be their impregnable refuge, the 
dugout was bottom up and already 
splintered by contact with a thousand 
jagged rocks, while it bore on in the re- 
sistless current two lifeless and bruised 
bodies. This remarkable spot is where 
Blue Mountain and t'ross Mountain, 
both well known landmarks for the 
hunter, savage and white, rear their 
precipitous sides out of the Rear river. 
WHERE THE BUFFALOES ORAZE. 

The animals on the top of the big 
mesa are extremely shy of hunters, and 
two or three schemes which have been 
tried to capture them have always 
failed. Several parties of Ute Indian 
hunters who make the "Rook Plateau" 
their hunting grounds, have attempted 
to climb the rugged steep that leads to 
the top, and one Indian who succeeded 
in scaling it for forty or fifty feet was 
killed by falling from his perch. The 
Indians describe the animals as strongly 
resembling the moose, although of larger 
frame and antlers. They do not at- 
tempt to account for their presence on 
top of the tableland, to which there is 
no road or access, simply affirming that 
the animals are thero, and that "Indian 
no catch 'cm." A party of scientific 
tourists who saw Lhe animals from a dis- 
tance with the aid of a powerful field 
glass, could give no logical reason for 
the presence of the remarkable tenants 
between land and sky. 

The other most curious physical for- 
mation which has separated animal life 
from the possible approach of man is 
one of the Flat Top mountains, in Gar- 
field comity, Colorado. This mountain 
stands up like a gigantic cube. Among 
the now living witnesses of the accuracy 
of the statements made by the Indians 
of the existence of the cattle in this in- 
accessible valley is Alexander Powell, 
more familiarly known as "Coon," who 
makes his headquarters in Meeker. Pow- 
ell is an intelligent man, of a good Vir- 
ginia family, but like many others who 
drifted west years ago, has lost both 
ambition anil a desire to return home, 
lie has spent ten years earning a pre- 
carious livelihood as a guide and trap- 
per and has frequently visited this par- 
ticular spot.

The Street Railway Guarantee 
By-Law, 1889. 

WHEREAS, By n By-law entitled tho 
"Street Railway Hy-Luw, 1888." 
phased by the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria on I lie 6th day of December, A. D. 
1S88, n charter or franchise was granted by 
tho Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the 
said City of Victoria, to J. Doughis War- 
ren, Andrew Gray, David W. Hlgglne, Jo- 
seph Hunter and Thomas Shotbolt, to lay 
tracks, erect poles and string wires there- 
on for motor, lighting and otlior olectvlcal 
purposes. 

And whereas, the said J. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Gray, D. \Y. Hlgglns, Joseph 
Hunter and Thomas Shotbolt have since 
unsigned all their right, tillo and Interest 
in and to the said charier or franchise, 
through the Honorable John Herbert Tur- 
ner as Trustee, to a company incorporated 
and known as tho National Klectric Tram- 
way and Lighting Company, limited lia- 
bility. 

And whereas, the said National Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Company, limited 
liability, is desirous of prosecuting to com- 
pletion the works contemplated and pro- 
vided forby tho said charter or franchise, 
uud have applied to the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for aid. In order that tho 
said works may ho speedily constuicted 
and put In operation. 

And whereas, it Is expedient to grant the 
prayer of the said company for such aid by 
n guarantee of interest at the rate of tlve 
(;">) per cent, per annum for a period of 
twenty years on the sum of forty thousand 
dollars (jlO.QOO), for a part of the under- 
taking contemplated by said company, 
namely, for tho purpose of constructing 
and equipping u Street Tramway or Kail- 
way. 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to he raised 
annually by special ratcfor the payment of 
said interest , In the event of tho said cor- 
poration being c.illo I upon to pay same;

ing to their charter, the said corporation 
shall guarantee interest at the rale of five 
per cent, per annum on a lirst issue of 
bonds of tho said company to the amount, 
of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000), tho in- 
terest soguaranteod to be paid half-yearly; 

3. When ttshali have been shown to thosa- 
i isfaction of the said corporation that a fur- 
ther sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,- 
000) of the capital stock of the said com- 
pany has been paid up by tho shareholders 
thereof and a sum of at least forty-five 
thousand dollars 1115,009) has been bona 
fide expended in and to wards the construc- 
tion of a street railway in said city by the 
auld company the said corporation shall 
further guarantee interest at the mto of 
five pcrcentum per nnum on a further is- 
suo of bonds of said company to the 
amount of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) 
for a period of twenty years from the date 
of such guarantee, the interest so guaran- 
teed to be payable half-yearly. 

I. When it shall liavo beon shown to tho 
satisfaction of the said corporation that a 
further sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000| 
of the capital stock of the Bald-company 
has beon paid up by the shareholders 
t hereof and that a sum of at. least, seventy 
thousand dollars ($70,000) has been bona 

: expended by the company in anil to- 
wards the construction of a street railway 
aforesaid, tho said corporation shall fur- 
ther guarantee intei est. nt the rate of tlve 
pcrcentum per annum on a further and 
final issue by tho said company of bonds to 
the amount of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), 
for a period of twenty years from the date 
of such guarantee, the interest so guaran- 
teed to be payable half yearly, the pro- 
jects of this last issue of bonds to be ex- 
pended as aforesaid. 

5. The liability of the said corporation 
shall not extend beyond tho guarantee of 
interest at the rate of live per centum per 
annum us aforesaid. 

(i. Tho guarantee is subject to the con- 
dlt ions that the said corporation shall hav e 
the right to appoint one or mure auditors 
to examine the books of the said company, 
and shall have tho further right to a repre- 
sentative on the board of directors of 
the said company during the whole 
period of the continuance of this guaran- 
tee, such representative to bo nominated 
by the said corporation. 

7. Any sum or sums of money so paid 
by the said corporation under Its guarantee 
or guarantees as aforesaid shall be a first 
charge upon all the property and under- 
taking of flic said company subject to 
t he said bonds, and shall bo a part of the 
consideration for this guarantee and shall 
he payable and paid to the said corpora- 
tion by the said company before any divi- 
dend shall have heen paid to the share- 
holders thereof.

WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of

2. That It shall be lawful for the said

Mayor.

rates be raised, leviodand collected in each 
year upon nil rateable propbrty in the said 
municipality duringtho continuance of the 
said debentures or any of them. 

0. That It s all bo lawful for the said

f HEREAS it is desirable to amend the 
Buildings By-Law : 

Therefore he it enacted, by the .Mayor

That section 22 of the Buildings By-Law 
he amended by milling after the word 
"made" at the end of section 22 of the 
said By-law : 

1. "When such additions or alterations 
shall, in the opinion of t lie Buildings In- 
spector, materially increase! the danger by 
lire or add lo tho permanency Of said 
building. 

2. "Every person convicted of an infrac- 
tion of section 22 of said Bylaw as amended 
shall forfeit and pay therefor a penally not 
exceeding $250.00. 

3. "In case any person lie convlclodof 
any infraction of said lly law under section 
22 as amended, anil the adtlit ion or altera- 
tion in respect of which conviction was 
made, he not removed within fourteen 
days after tho dute of such conviction, 
then such person shall bo deemed lo have 
again infringed the provisions of said sec- 
tion 22 as amended; and be liable to a fur- 
ther penalt y not exceeding $250.00, as pro 
vided in section 2 of this By law, and so in 
succession after each and every period ot 
fourteen days such poison shall be deemed 
to have infringed tho provisions of said 
section 22 in amended, and bo liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $250.00 as aforesaid, 
in respect of eacli and every of such in- 
fringements." 

So much of section 33 of the Building: 
liy law as is inconsistent with sections ii 
and 3 of this By law is hereby repealed. 

Section 9 of (lie Buildings By-law it 
hereby amended by adding after t he words 
"allowance thereof, ' at tho end of said 
section tho words following: "except in 
the euso of second story bay windows or 
balconies which may so project over, pro- 
vided such projection he not over 3 feel t. 
inches and be at least 15 feet above the 
level of such streot, road or public place oi 
the sitlowalk or sidowalk allowance there 
of, and bo supported by iron brackets, 
to tho satisfaction of tho said Buildings 
Inspector."

ANOTHKR II. C CASK BEFORE 
THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

The case of Clark A Mart'Iev versus 
Carson & Kholt, w hich was decided by 
the Supreme Court of Canada last w eek, 
bids fair to become a " cause eelebre." 
In fact its circumstances have already 
classed it amongst the most peculiar 
which have arisen in this province. The 
action was commenced ou tho 7th July, 
1SS4, by Messrs. Carson '& Kholt to set- 
tle the title to certain privileges claimed 
to tiie waters of Pavilion Creek, Lil- 
looet District, and was tried before 
Chief Justice Sir Matthew 15. Begbie, 
who heard the ease on the. 20th March, 
1885,. arid gave judgment against Cur- 
son & Kholt, holding Messrs. Clark & 
Martley entitled to the privileges 
and awarding to Clark $500 and to 
Martley $200 damages for the plaintiffs' 
infringement of their rights. The Chief 
Justice also gave an Injunction against 
the plaintiffs. From this judg- 
ment Carson ,t Kholt appealed to the 
I Full Court, consisting of J itsticcs Crease, 
McCreight and Walketn, who on the 
20th August, 1885, reversed the decision 
of tho Chief Justice and gave .SIS0I1 
damages and perpetual injunction 
against Clark and Martley, who, in 
turn, brought an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 'The latter appeal was 
argued at Ottawa in November, 1886, 
by Mr. Samuel Blake, Q.C., and Mr. 
Bodw'ell, for Clark; and Mr. Dalton Mc- 
Carthy, Q.C., tor Martley; Mr. Christo- 
pher Bobinsou, Q.C., and Mr. Kberts 
appearing for Carson it Kholt, Their 
lordships of the Supreme Court of Canada 
reserved judgment , which stood in abey- 
ance until the October term of LSHS, 
when the Court directed the case to be 
re-argued, and it was accordingly again 
called up for argument in the month of 
November, 1SKS, when the Court 
without hearing Mr. liltike and Mr. 
Bodwell, who again appeared for the ap- 
pellant, called upon Mr. Robinson to 
support tho judgment of (lie court lie- 
tow, and upon the conclusion of his ar- 
gument intimated that they did not de- 
sire to hear appellants' counsel, as they 
had made up llieir minds to reverse the 

judgment of the Full Court, ami to 
place the damage at $500 iii favor ol 
Clark and $100 to Martley. As the ease 
was an important one, their Lordships 
would give written judgments, 

On tho 30th of April, as previously 
announced in our columns, the Court 
gave judgment dismissing the appeal of 
Clark and Martloy with costs, It ap- 
pears that the judges differed in opin- 
ion — the Chief Justice anil Mr. Jus- 
tice Strong being for reversing 
the judgment of the Full Court, and t 
storing the judgment of Chief Justi 
Begbie, but being over-ruled by Justices 
Taschereau, Gwynho & Fournier, w ho 
held that the appeal must be dismissed, 
the damages against Clark, however, 
being reduced to $600. 

Mr. Clark has determined to carry 
the case further, and has given instruc- 
tions to his solicitors to appeal against 
the decision of the Supremo Court of 
Canada to tho Privy Council, and we 
understand that ('apt. Marl ley w ill also 
join in the appeal. Tin- case will pro- 
bably come before the Privy Council in 
July next.

can possibly be done; they are free to 
do it at the best time -the beginning of 
the rainy months, when men and teams 
are after the haying season gent-rally idle; 
and, finally, less foundation could after- 
wards exist for complaint. Whereas, when 
an itinerant gang ol" mail nu n arrive in 
a locality, jealousy is at once excited, 
the work must necessarily he done, in 
some parts, at the least advantageous 
time— the dry season, when tile ground 
is most difficult to work and the grading 
or gravel is often blown or worked off 
the roadway before the rains consolidate 
it; they least know where material or a 
culvert should be placed, and of course 
they have no general care, or local pat- 
riotism in the matter whatever. Tool 
lay some dissatisfaction and promote the 
equitable distribution of public money 
on public works to those who need it, is 
a matter deserving of consideral ion.
